DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The preliminary admenment filed November 20, 2004 has been received and 
entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

The claims are replete with informalities too numerous to mention specifically. 
The following noted informalities are merely exemplary thereof. The claims should be 
revised to conform to U.S. Patent Office practice. 

Regarding claim 1 , the claim is vague and indefinite because "it has two 
differentiated cylindrical parts" recited in line 3, renders the claim unclear. Should it be 
"it has two different cylindrical parts"? 

Regarding claim 1 , the claim is vague and indefinite because "which, being a part 
coupled to the piston" recited in line 5, renders the claim unclear. 
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Regarding claim 1, the claim is vague and indefinite because "the water pressure 
pushing said piston in a portion calculated for said purpose" recited in lines 6-7, renders 
the claim unclear. Which portion? And how does it being calculated? 

Regarding claim 1, the claim is vague and indefinite because "characterized in" 
renders the claim unclear. See other claims for the same informality. 

Regarding claim 1, the claim is vague and indefinite because "an upper end" 
recited in line 22, renders the claim unclear. Is it the upper end of the filter or the upper 
end of a different part? 

Regarding claim 1 , the claim is vague and indefinite because ". Reference" 
renders the claim unclear. The claim should not contain a period (.). 

Regarding claim 4, the claim is vague and indefinite because "has a widened and 
internally conditioned part" renders the claim unclear. 

Whereas the claims are so informal as indicated above, the Examiner could not 
reasonably apply prior art thereto. Unless indicated otherwise, the Examiner's failure to 
apply prior art to the claims should not be construed as an indication of allowable 
subject matter.
